Hour-hand.  —  How  can  I  believe  in  what  I  have  not  seen? 

Minute-hand.  ■ — Ave  you  a  doubting  Thomas? 

Hour-Iian  I.  —  I  may  be,  if  to  not  believe  what  I  do  not  under- 
stand is  to  doubt. 

Minute-hand.  — But  strange  manifestations  are  seen  nowadays. 

Hour-hand.  —  Not  any  more  strange  than  in  the  past.  If  men 
would  read  thoughtfully  the  Good  Book,  and  other  ancient  lore, 
they  would  find  the  veil  had  been  lifted  far  more  than  at  first 
appears.  Just  think  of  the  hundreds  and  thousands  that  have 
listened  in  this  very  building  to  preaching  and  preaching,  and 
yet  with  how  lew  has  it  been,  apparently,  more  than  listening! 

Minute-hand.  —  I  don't  know  how  we  can  judge  of  that.  While 
it  is  true  that  life  shows  more  or  less  of  character,  we  cannot 
know  the  motives  that  lead  men,  nor  can  we  see  enough  of  any 
life  (hardly  our  own,  self-examination  being  so  rare),  to  judge 
of  what  we  are  and  are  not  responsible  for. 

Hour-hand.  —  It  is  providential  we  are  not  allowed  to  know 
much  of  the  future.  Even  we  were  saved  much  anxiety,  not 
having  to  worry  foryeais  as  to  how  long  we  should  be  left  here 
undisturbed.  True,  while  the  doubt  existed  the  pangs  were 
sharp ;  but  the  sufferings  of  anticipation  are  far  more  than  those 
of  reality.  You  remember  how  quaintly  dear  old  Tom  Gray  puts 
it:  — 

To  each  his  sufTrings :  all  are  men, 
Condemn'd  alike  to  groan ; 
The  tender  for  auother's  pain, 
Th'  unfeeling  for  his  own. 
Yet  ah !  why  should  they  know  their  fate? 
Since  sorrow  never  comes  too  late, 
And  happiness  too  swiftly  flies, 
Thought  would  destroy  their  paradise. 
No  more;  while  ignorance  is  bliss, 
'Tis  folly  to  be  wise. 

Minute-hand.  — What  true  and  beautiful  thoughts  !  They  call 
to  mind  what  an  old-time  friend  [Pendulum,  Sr  ,  of  Independence 
Hall,  Philadelphia]  once  said  to  me,  "  We  never  know  what  we 
will  do  until  we  are  tried.  Faithfulness  to  the  ideal  which  the 
Truth  sets  before  us  is  given  to  but  few,  and  they  have  hard 
stru°"°"les  to  maintain  it.  What  we  have  to  do  is  to  seek  the 
best  and  make  the  best  of  all  things  which  happen  to  us  and 
others ;  and  to  believe  that  the  end  is  not  determined  either  for 
us  or  for  them,  by  externals,  but  by  the  inmost  principles  from 
which  our  actions  proceed,  and  which  are  open  to  the  All-seeing 
Eye."

construction  : 

Take  three  damsels  dressed  in  straight  night-gowns, 
their  hair-pins  out  and  let  their  hair  tumble  all  about 
shoulders.  A  few  stars  may  be  sprinkled  into  this 
advantage.  Place  an  aureole  about  the  head  .of  each,  and 
give  each  a  lily  in  her  hand  about  half  the  size  of  herself. 
Bend  their  necks  all  different  ways,  and  set  them  in  a  row 
before  a  stone-wall,  with  an  apple-tree  between  each  two,  and 
some  large  flowers  at  their  feet.  Trees  and  flowers  of  the 
right  sort  are  very  plentiful  in  church  windows.  When  you 
have  arranged  all  these  objects  rightly,  take  a  cast  of  tliem 
in  the  softest  part  of  your  brain,  and  form  in  your  word  com- 
position. This  is  to  be  of  finely-selected  early  English,  con- 
taining no  words  but  such  as  are  obsolete  and  unintelligible. 
Pour  into  this  a  quantity  of  entirely  new  English,  which  must 
have  never  been  used  before,  and  which  you  must  compose 
yourself,  just  as  it  is  wanted. 

This  kind  of  poem  is  much  improved   by  what   is  called  a 
burden  ;  that  consists  of  a  few  jingling  words,  generally  of  an 
Arabian  character,  about  which  we  have   only  to   be  careful  ■ 
that  they  have  no  reference  to  the  subject   of   the  poem  they 
are  to  ornament. 

They  are  inserted  without  variation  between  the  stanzas. 
In  conclusion,  we  would  remark  to  beginners,  that  this  sort 
of  composition  must  be  attempted  only  in  a  perfectly  vacant 
atmosphere,  so  that  no  grains  of  common  sense  may  injure 
the  work  while  in  progress. — From  Every  Man  his  own 
Pvet,  or  the  Inspired  Singer's  Receipt  Book.

WTas  turned  to  cinders  by  her  eye  ? 
Yes  !  and  in  death  as  life  uublest, 

To  have't  exprest, 
Even  ashes  of  lovers  find  no  rest. 


But  I'd  have  been  willing  to  tell  them  all 
about  it  if  they  had  told  me  about  what  they 
did,  and  I  was'  determined  to  find  out. 

"  Well,  Link,"  said  I,  "  it  may  be  so,  per- 
haps I  do  talk  more  about  money  than 
the  fellows  like ;  but  I  really  do  hear  so 
much  about  it  at  home  from  the  old  man 
that  you  can't  blame  me  very  much  ;  at  all 
events,  I  guess  my  earnings  have  about 
come  to  an  end.  Anyhow  I  do  wonder 
what  fun  you  can  find  at  that  old  ward 
meeting." 

Lincoln  Hawes  was  a  real  good-natured

"  Oh,  there's  lots  of  ways.  In  the  first 
place,  there's  ever  so  much  errand-running 
to  do  to  printing-offices,  and  newspaper 
offices,  and  the  telegraphs,  and  the  City 
Hall,  and  the  ring  pays  you  well  for  that; 
then  you  get  in  with  all  the  telegraph 
people  and  reporters,  and  you  get  lots  of 
tickets  to  things,  and  cigars,  and  all  that; 
then  you  go  to  the  meetings  when  he's  to 
make  a  speech,  and  you  get  in  the  gallery 
and  applaud  what  he  says,  and  take 
precious  good  care  not  to  make  a  row  for 
the  others ;  for  the  people  in  the  floor  wait 
for  the  galleries,  and  we're  always  under 
orders  when  to  start  applause ;  then  we 
yell  for  '  Harper '  at  the  end  of  every 
other  speech  until  the  chairman  has  to  call 
him  up." 

"Yes,"  said  I,  "I  know;  but  I  don't  see 
what  good  all  that  is, —  hard  work  and  very 
irregular  employment." 

"  Ay,  but  then  we  help  distribute  votes 
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Among  the  most  pleasing  signs  of  the  times  is  the  growing 
taste  of  the  public  for  nonsense.  In  this  respect  there  has 
been  a  great  change  for  the  better  since  the  solemn  days  of 
The  Federalist.  Washington  frowned  on  a  jest,  or  took  it  in 
solitude,  after  due  reflection.  Even  Franklin's  wit  served  a 
serious  purpose,  and  usually  the  very  serious  purpose  of  a 
philosoplry  that  kept  its  eye  steadily  on  "  the  main  chance." 
As  for  Madison,  Jefferson,  Hamilton,  consult  their  state 
papers.  For  the  rest  of  the  world,  read  the  North  American 
Review  (as  it  was) .  Within  a  short  memory  a  decided 
change  has  taken  place.  Perhaps  the  second  Father  of  the 
country,  whose  stories  are  still  current,  did  something  to 
bring  this  about ;  perhaps  it  is  a  natural  reaction  from  the 
days  of  all  work  and  no  play ;  perhaps  — 

Be  its  why  and  its  wherefore  what  they  may,  the  fact  is 
indisputable.  To  be  sure,  no  professedly  comic  sheet  has  }-et 
managed  to  live  long  ;  plain  Mother  Goose  is  no  longer  to 
our  taste,  and  Cinderella  has  become  an  outlet  for  puns  and 
an  excuse  for  transformation  scenes ;  but  every  journal, 
literary,  political,  religious,  has  its  joker's  corner.  Mother 
Goose,  a  la  tartare  sauce,  is  relished  ;  and  the  modern 
Cinderella  attracts  as  many  grown  people  as  children.  State 
papers  may  still  be  dull,  but  few  people  read  them.  Con- 
gressional speeches  ■ —  but  the  telegraph  most  eagerly  brings 
those  that  are  moist  with  "American  humor,"  conscious  or 
unconscious.  The  day  of  negro  minstrels  is  over,  but  there 
is  still  an  "  end  man,"  whose  sayings  are  echoed  from  Maine 
to  Texas,  for  a  few  months.  Then  they  are  made  into 
a  book, — a  painfully  serious  book,  —  and  their  daj'  is  over. 
No  sooner,  however,  are  "  the  bones"  silent  on  the  shores 
of  the  Atlantic,  than  another  "  end  man"  starts  up  beyond 
the  Mississippi ;  and  thus  the  stream  of  nonsense  never  runs 
dry. 

So  much  the  better.  Any  critic  who  should  undertake  to 
prove  that  there  is  nothing  to  laugh  at  ought  to  be  sentenced 
to  solitary  imprisonment,  with  nothing  to  read  but  "  The  Con- 
gressional Globe ;"  for,  of  course,  nonsense  isn't  sense,  and 
to  apply  the  rules  of  sense  to  it  is  to  measure  water  with  a 


sieve.  Ruskin  laments  that  his  countrymen  have,  since 
Shakespeare's  time,  lost  the  faculty  of  laughing  at  bad  jokes  ; 
let  us  rejoice  that  Americans  have  recovered  this  invaluable 
possession. 


Domestic  Architecture. — Do  builders  of  houses  realize 
that  there  is  soon  to  be  a  new  era  in  our  domestic  architec- 
ture? The  French  roof  or,  rather,  our  modification  of  it, 
is  fast  going  by.  Our  miserable  curtailment  of  the  over- 
hanging Swiss  roof  is  also  tabooed  by  architects  of  taste. 
With  this  goes  the  nonsense  of  brackets  that  support  noth- 
ing. We  are  coming  steadily  back  to  what  is  solidly  useful, 
graced  by  such  ornament  as  is  real,  and  dictated  by  knowl- 
edge and  taste. 

Perhaps  the  next  American  house — we  mean  the  simple 
structure  of  the  village  and  the  country — may  be  founded 
upon  the  old-time  barn  of  New  England,  varied  by  the 
different  styles  of  roof  which  were  in  vogue  in  the  days  of 
our  grandfathers,  — the  hip-roof,  Dutch  roof,  etc. 

In  some  of  the  old  towns  in  Essex  County,  such  as  Man- 
chester and  Ipswich,  we  have  seen  dwelling-houses  that  are 
worthy  of  imitation  to-day.  In  architecture,  as  in  ever}r- 
thing  else,  whatever  has  a  purpose  is  likely  to  have  merit. 
The  beauty  of  use  !     We  don't  half  see  it !  K.

A   TOWN  MEETING  IN  THE  OLD  SOOTH. 

"  Unless  you  choose  to  pay  for  the  tea  you  have  thrown 
overboard,"  said  Lord  North,  in  substance,  to  the  rebellious 
town  of  Boston,  "  and  in  addition  satisfy  the  king  that  you 
will  in  future  obey  the  laws,  your  port  shall  be  closed,  your 
commerce  given  to  Salem,  and  your  working-classes  thrown 
out  of  employment,  until  such  time  as  starvation  shall  bring- 
yon  to  your  senses  and  to  submission."  These  may  not 
have  been  the  words,  but  this  was  the  attitude  of  the  British 
ministry  when,  in  return  for  the  news  of  the  tea  party,  they 
sent  across  the  Atlantic  the  famous  —  or  infamous —  Boston 
Port  Bill,  which  was  speedily  enforced  with  a  rigor  which 
went  even  beyond  the  intention  of  its  authors.  Not  a  scow 
could  bring  an  ox,  sheep,  or  bundle  of  hay  from  the  islands 
to  the  town,  and  even  water-carriage  from  pier  to  pier  was 
prohibited.  "  Want,"  says  Bancroft,  "  scowled  on  the 
laborer  as  he  sat  with  his  wife  and  children  at  his  board, 
and  the  harbor,  which  had  resounded  with  the  voices  of  pros- 
perous commerce,  was  disturbed  by  no  sounds  but  from 
British  vessels-of-war."  Will  now  the  rest  of  the  continent 
selfishly  allow  Boston  to  starve  if  they  may  thereby  be  the 
gainers,  or  will  they  make  her  cause  their  own?  Our  enemies 
on  both  sides  of  the  water  confidently  predicted  that  self- 
interest  would  dictate  the  former  alternative.  "  The  act," 
wrote  Gage  to  his  masters,  "  must  sooner  or  later  work  its 
own  way,  and  Boston  may  get  little  more  than  fair  words." 
"  Don't  pay  for  an  ounce  of  the  damned  tea  !  "  wrote  Gads- 
den, on  the  14th  of  June,  as  he  shipped  for  the  poor  of 
Boston  the  first  gifts  of  rice  from  the  planters  of  South 
Carolina ;  and  this  was  the  key-note  of  the  response  of  the 
whole  continent  to  the  blow  which  had  fallen  upon  us.  And 
that  in  times  of  future  national  peril  South  Carolina  might 
again  strike  the  key-note  of  cheer  and  encouragement  to 
•Massachusetts  the  writer  for  one  gladly  believes. 

But  to  return  to  our  town-meeting,  which  was  called,  not 
bj-  the  patriots,  but  by  the  tories,  in  a  last  effort  to  induce  the 
people  to  submission,  and  was  held  June  27,  1774,  —  at  first 
in  Faneuil  Hall.  But,  in  the  words  of  Samuel  Adams's 
biographer,  "  the  gathering  quickly  swelled  beyond  the 
capacity  of  the  hall,  for  now  that  thousands  were  thrown  out 
of  employment,  even*  public  meeting  was  thronged,  and  the 
tories  shrewdly  argued  that  with- starvation  staring  the  in- 
habitants in  the  face  they  would  be  likely  to  vote  for  the  ap- 
parently slight  concession  of  paying  for  the  tea."  Samuel 
Adams  being  chosen  moderator,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the 
Old  South.  There,  upon  motion,  the  Solemn  League  and 
Covenant  of  Non-intercourse  with  Great  Britain  was  read, 
and  a  number  of  letters  received  by  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence ;  after  which  a  loyalist  moved  "that  a  vote  of 
censure  be  passed  by  the  town  upon  the  conduct  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  and  that  the  said  committee  be 
annihilated." 

This  was  the  test.  Adams  left  the  desk  and  descended  to 
the  floor,  and  Thomas  dishing  took  his  place;  for  Adams 
being,  as  his  biographer  writes,  "the  father  and  the  life  of 
the  committee,  to  him  it  fell  appropriately  to  defend  it  when

attacked."  The  gentlemen  in  favor  of  the  motion  were  first 
heard  at  such  length  that  it  was  dark  when  the}-  finally  de- 
clared that  they  had  nothing  further  to  offer,  and  asked  for 
an  adjournment  until  next  day.  This  was  granted,  and  at 
ten  o'clock  next  morning  the  debate  was  resumed.  All  the 
loyalists'  appeals  to  the  laboring-classes  to  avoid  by  submis- 
sion the  misery  which  was  approaching  their  families  had  to 
be  answered  in  kind.  Adams  spoke  long  and  earnestly, 
attempting  no  flights  of  oratory,  but  carrying  conviction  by 
the  earnestness  of  his  manner  and  the  soundness  of  his 
argument.  He  is  said  to  have  introduced  the  following 
anecdote  :  — A  philosopher  asleep  on  the  grass  was  aroused 
by  a  twinge  of  pain  in  the  hand,  closing  which  as  he  awoke 
he  found  he  had  caught  a  field-mouse.  While  examining  the 
animal  it  bit  him  again  so  unexpectedly  that  he  let  it  go. 
"  Now,  fellow-citizens,  what  think  j-ou  was  the  reflection  he 
made?  It  was  this :  that  there  is  no  animal,  however  weak 
and  contemptible,  which  cannot  defend  its  own  liberty  if  it 
will  only  fight  for  it." 

It  was  in  this  speech  that  Adams  prophesied  the  future 
greatness  of  America.  "  An  empire,"  said  he,  "  is  rising  in 
America.  Britain  by  her  multiplied  oppressions  is  accelerat- 
ing that  independency  which  she  dreads.  We  have  a  post 
to  maintain,  to  desert  which  would  entail  upon  us  the  curses 
of  posterhy.  Our  oppressors  cannot  force  us  into  submis- 
sion by  reducing  us  to  a  state  of  starvation.  We  can 
subsist  independently  of  all  the  world.  The  real  wants  and 
necessities  of  man  are  few.  Nature  has  bountifully  supplied 
us  with  the  means  of  subsistence,  and  if  all  others  fail  we 
can,  like  our  ancestors,  subsist  on  the  clams  "aud  mussels 
which  abound  on  our  shore." 

The  town  record  states  that  the  second  day's  debate  was 
of  long  continuance,  and  it  is  very  probable  that  what  is  now 
called  "  filibustering,"  was  resorted  to  by  the  tories  to 
postpone  or  avoid  a  vote.  ■  At  last,  however,  the  question 
was  put* and  the  motion  to  censure  and  abolish  the  com- 
mittee was  lost  by  a  large  majority,  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  by  an  almost  unanimous  "  aye  "  :  — 

That  the  town  bear  open  testimony  that  they  are  abundantly  satisfied 
of  the  upright  intentions,  and  much  approve  of  the  honest  zeal  of  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence,  and  desire  that  they  will  persevere  with 
their  usual  activity  and  firmness,  continuing  steadfast  in  the  way  of 
well-doing. 

This  defeat  was  final  —  the  administration  party  never 
again  attempted  to  carry  their  measures  by  legal  means  in 
Boston,  but  fell  hopelessly  back  upon  military  power.  Gage, 
in  describing  the  meeting,  says,  "  The  design  of  the  better 
sort  of  people  was  to  pay  for  the  tea  and  annihilate  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence  ;  but  they  were  outvoted  by  a 
great  majority  of  the  lower  class," —  the  very  class,  he  might 
have  added,  to  whose  doors  the  cruel  Port  Bill  had  already 
brought  the  wolf,  but  who,  so  long  as  the  clam  banks  did 
not  suspend  payments,  could  neither  be  starved  or  frightened 
into  submission. 

This  is  believed  to  have  been  the  last,  as  it  was  assuredly  the 
most  important  town  meeting  ever  held  within  these  ancient 
walls.    If  we,  who  have  put  our  hand  to  the  plough  in  this  work 


of  preservation,  inherit  but  a  tithe  of  the  spirit  of  the  men  who 
here  resolved  to  hold  out  as  long  as  the  clams  did,  we  shall 
allow  neither  the  apathy  of  friends  nor  the  sneers  and 
ridicule  of  enemies  to  shake  either  our  purpose  or  our  faith, 
until  success  shall  crown  and  reward  our  efforts.

THEIR   MANUFACTURE   AND   PECULIARITIES. 

Having  received  a  considerable  consignment 
of  Persian,  Kurdistan,  and  other  rugs,  and  not 
being  entirely  satisfied  as  to  the  genuineness  of 
some  of  the  articles  we  had  received,  we  begged 
a  gentleman.  Sir  Randall  Roberts,  whose  sojourn 
in  the  East  has  made  him  acquainted  with  such 
matters,  to  inspect  our  stock,  and  we  have  now 
much  satisfaction  in  placing  his  report  before 
the  public.

Gentlemen,  —  I  have  much  pleasure  in  placing 
upon  record  my  opinion  of  those  articles  of 
Eastern  manufacture  which  I  have  this  day  in- 
spected at  your  place  of  business.  Although  no 
expert.  I  am  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the 
manufactures,  as  far  as  rugs  are  concerned,  of 
Egypt,  embracing  the  Nile;  Turkey,  both  in 
Asia  and  Europe;  the  Caucasus,  Persia,  Japan 
and  Hindustan,  to  be  able  to  give  you  the  opin- 
ion you  desire.  I  do  so  with  more  than  pleasure, 
because  it  is  to  me  a  fresh  instance  amongst  the 
many  I  have  lately  had  the  opportunity  and 
gratification  of  remarking  of  the  increasing  im- 
portance and  commercial  industry  of  this  great 
country,  whose  ramifications  with  the  Old  World 
will  shortly  become  of  unspeakable  importance 
in  developing  the  vast  resources  of  the  United 
States.  First,  then,  of  the  rugs  of  Persian  man- 
ufacture. These  are  correct  in  the  peculiarity 
of  their  color,  but,  to  the  eye  unaccustomed  to 
the  vagaries  of  an  almost  savage  taste,  may  per- 
haps appear  without  interest,  except  for  eccen- 
tricity and  grotesqueness  of  combination;  yet, 
after  a  careful  study,  many  beautiful  and  inter- 
esting points  stand  out.  It  is  but  some  few 
years  ago  since  nothing  but  the  rudest  of  hand- 
looms  produced  the  gorgeous  fabrics  of  Teheran, 
Ispahan,  Herat,  Shiraz,  and  Bushire.  But  since 
the  Persian  Gulf  has  been  opened  up  by  British 
commerce  these  products  of  many-handed  wo- 
man's labor  has  not  only  found  its  way  to  Eu- 
rope, hut  power-looms  have  been  here  and  there 
established  whose  produce  finds  a  ready  market, 
especially  in  France.  The  selections  which  you 
possess  are  more  than  average  specimens  of  na- 
tive Persian  product. 

Next  in  order  we  cvme  to  the  rude,  rough  ex- 
amples from  Kurdistan,  that  rugged  country 
bordering  on  the  northern  provinces  of  Persia, 
and  peopled  by  the  wild,  nomadic  tribes  of  Kurds 
and  Turcomans,  who  inhabit  the  vast  plains  and 
valleys  'which  lie  between  its  lofty  mountain 
ranges.  These  rugs  betray  by  the  coarseness 
of  their  manufacture  and  peculiarity  of  their 
material,  the  genuine  source  from  which  they 
come.  The  colors,  too,  are  varied,  but  not 
bright,  because  the  people  do  not  possess  the  in- 
gredients which  will  produce  the  brightness  of 
our  modern  dyes.  These  rugs  find  a  market  in 
Tifiis,  Bajazid,  Batoum,  Erzeroum,  and  Trebi- 
zond,  and  are  mostly  exchanged  for  European 
prints.  After  these,  and  next  in  order,  come  the 
voluptuous  and  softly  made  fabrics  of  Egypt. 
Here,  on  the  banks  of  the  Nile,  the  Fellah  has 
turned  bis  weary  hand  away  from  irrigating  the 
sometimes  too  unfruitful  soil,  and  brought  more 
of  his  attention  to  bear  on  manufacturing  the 
products  of  Arabia  and  Africa.  From  Smyrna 
come  some  of  the  handsome  specimens  which 
you  possess ;  whilst  Bussorah  and  even  Bagdad 
are  represented  in  your  collection. 

Turning  from  this  part  of  the  East  to  the  British  Posses- 
sions in  India  the  rugs  from  the  Cocan  and  JJeccan  in  the 
Bombay  Presidency  are  easily  recognized.  First,  from 
the  texture,  and,  secondly,  from  the  similarity  in  pattern 
which  they  bear  to  the  quaint  but  unmistakable  patterns 
of  Hyderabad  and  fc'cinde,  which  seem  to  furnish  a  sort 
of  precedent  as  far  as  pattern  is  concerned  for  the  rest  of 
British  India.  It  is  true  that  in  the  north-west  frontier, 
I  mean  Cabul  and  Kasbgar,  the  patterns  are  somewhat 
different,  but  still  there  is  always  a  sameness,  more  or 
less.  Amongst  your  Japanese  rugs,  the  undressed  and 
seed  cotton  rugs  are  highly  interesting,  and  are  fine  spec- 
imens of  what  that  adaptive  and  imitative  people  are 
capable  of  producing. 

Taking  it  as  a  whole,  as  I  sat  surrounded  in  your  store 
by  these  examples  of  Orienud  produce,  it  seems  to  me  as 
if  a  map  of  the  East  was  spread  around  me,  and  memory 
took  me  back  to  old  days  and  scenes  of  yore,  which  had 
long  since  been  forgotten.  I  have  to  thank  you  for  the 
pleasure  which  the  inspection  gave  me,  and  to  assure  you 
that  you  may  set  your  mind  perfectly  at  ease  as  tothe 
genuineness  of  the  articles'!  have  mentioned.
